DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

The drawings were received on May 19, 2005. These drawings are approved except that 

the drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.84(h)(5) because FigureS show(s) modified forms 

of construction in the same view. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2; 3; 4, 5, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding line 3 of claims 1 and 3, the phrase "or the like 11 renders the claims indefinite 
because the claims include elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), 
thereby rendering the scope of the claims unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim 2 is rendered indefinite since it is unclear whether the "shaped pin" recited in line 1 
is different than the "pin" set forth in claim 1. Thus, the metes and bounds of the claim cannot be 
properly ascertained since one would not know whether one or two pins are being required. 

The recitation "its position of use" in the last line of claim 4 renders the claim indefinite 
since this position has not been properly set forth. 

The term "easy" in claim 5 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term 
"easy" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining 
the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the 
scope of the invention. 

The language of claim 9 renders the claim indefinite, in its entirety, thereby making the 
metes and bounds of the claim unascertainable. Further, recitations, such as "their position of 
support", "the attachment", "the former", etc., lack proper antecedent basis in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b)the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2; 3; 4-7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 2,191,701 (Wood 701). 

Wood 701 discloses a rigid adjustable shelving storage system comprising a pair of side 
rail uprights (10) giving regularly spaced apart pin orifices (12); a pair of support arms (14) 
having means (51) for attaching a shelf (44); a bracket (see Figure 2) formed on a first end of the 
support arms (14) and the bracket having three sides (see Figure 2) for attachment to the uprights 
(10); a shaped pin (19) mounted on a surface of the bracket for being received by the pin orifice 
(12) in the upright (10); with respect to claim 4, the bracket is J-shaped (see Figure 2 - not 
including element 19) and the pin (19) is considered to be tapered (see Figure 12); with respect 
to claim 6, the means for storing the shelves in an out-of-the-way position is other elements (12) 
whereby the shelves can be stored below the shelf in use; with respect to claim 7, the means for 
providing mobility is considered to be the screws, etc., used to disassemble the system from the 
wall, whereby the system can then be moved and assembled in another location; and with respect 
to claim 9, insomuch as the claim is best understood (n view of the Section 1 12, 2 nd paragraph 
rejections, advanced above), the claim is considered to be met by the Wood 701 reference. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wood 701, alone. 
Wood 701 discloses the system as advanced above. 

The claim differs from Wood 701 in requiring the uprights to be made from high carbon 
heat-treated steel. 

Although Wood 701 does not disclose such a material, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have fabricated the uprights 
from such a material, for increased rigidity and support of the system. 



Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 
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Claim 3 objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 1. When 
two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the 
same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object 
to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k).
